_ fendant, unresponsive in 
‘. bed. The victim had sus- 
tained significant injur- 
ies consistent with a phy- 
sical assault. The victim 
was declared deceased at 
-the scene. 

An investigation began 
and later that day the de- 
fendant was taken into 
-custody without incident. 
-The Office of the Chief 
‘Medical Examiner took 
custody of the decedent 
and will determine cause 
and manner of death.

The SS Fort Mercer and the 
SS Pendleton were similar 
502-ft. T-2 tankers, built dur- 
ing World War II. The Pen- 
dleton was bound for Revere 
with a crew of 42 men and a 


load of kerosene and heating. 


oil. 

However, as it neared Bos- 
ton, the Capt. John J. Fitz- 
gerald was concerned that 
he might not be able to re- 
main in the shipping chan- 
nel, due to the ferocity of the 
storm, so he anchored out- 
side Boston Harbor. 

The ship was not showing 
any signs of trouble until 5:55 
a.m. on Feb. 18 when it was 
suddenly broken in two by a 
violent wave. The crew was 
unable to send a distress sig- 
nal, as the radio was lost in 
the breakup. There was little 
they could do but wait, hope 
and pray while gale force 
winds carried them south- 
easterly. There were eight 
men including the captain in 
the forward section. Aft, 
there were 33. 
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The Fort Mercer contacted 
the Coast Guard at 8:32 a.m., 
reporting a leak, though it 
was not deemed serious. 
Half an hour later, three 
Coast Guard cutters were 
underway from Chatham to 


assist. A rescue vessel was. 


dispatched to the Mercer at 
12:30 p.m. Half an hour later, 
with seas reported at 68 feet, 
all units were placed on 
standby alert. 


Meanwhile, the two sections. 


of the Pendleton continued to 
move southerly along the 
Cape Cod seashore. There 
was a radio receiver aft, and 
the. men listened as Coast 
Guard cutters were dis- 


patched to tend to the Fort . 


Mercer. But nobody knew of 
the Pendleton’s presence or 
the crew’s dire situation. 

Some time after 1 p.m., the 
Fort Mercer broke apart. A 
plane dispatched from Salem 
reported sighting the bow at 
1:40 p.m., about 30 miles off 
shore. 

At 3 p.m., radar at the Chat- 
ham Coast Guard station pic- 


ked up two targets, 5.6 miles 
off shore. Examining the tar- 
gets with binoculars, station 
chief Daniel . Cluff deter- 
mined that it looked like two 
ends of a ship. 

The reported position of 
the Fort Mercer, though, was 
30 miles away. How could the 
report be so far off the 
mark, he wondered. 

Within an hour, there was a 
confirmed report that the 
Pendleton was overdue at 
Boston. The spotter aircraft 
then confirmed that the two 
sections of the ship were 
where Cluff had reported. 


- With. all cutters at the Fort: 


Mercer, Cluff had but one ves- 
sel he could send to the 
Pendleton. Webber was order- 
ed to take the 36-foot rescue 
vessel CG36500. His crew was 
Engineman Andrew Fitzger- 
ald, Livesey and fellow Sea- 
man Evin Maske, all volun- 
teers. They set off shortly 
after 6 p.m. 

Just east of Chatham is a 
formidable sand bar, which 
can be tricky even in good 


> Cape Cod crew rescue was heroic, historic 


weather. Webber titer said 
he hadn’t even started to 
plan the rescue. He was just 
concerned with getting his 
vessel over the bar. A large 
wave hit the boat, taking it 
over on its side and stalling 
the .motor. The watertight 
compartments held, and the 
boat righted itself. Fitzger- 
ald was able to restart the 
motor. The wave, though, 
had shattered the windshield 
and taken away the com- 
pass. 

Webber fought on, eventu- 
ally clearing the bar. Before 
long, their searchlight shone 
upon the stern section of the 
Pendleton. There was but 
one man visible. He disap- 
peared, and soon the rail on 
the stern was thronged with 
men, shouting and waving. 
There was a rope ladder 
over the side of the ship. 


- Webber maneuvered the 


rescue boat under the stern 
and the sailors began climb- 
ing down. The high winds 
pitched the boat and the rope 
ladder, with men. often slam- 


‘med into the Pendleton’s 
hull. As they jumped, some 


landed on the bow of the res- 
cue boat, while others had to 
be fished out of the water. 


- The boat was designed to. 


take 12 people, with a 16-per- 
son maximum. With 20 
aboard, the boat began be- 
having sluggishly. Webber 
was hard-pressed to hold it 
in position near the ship in 
the storm-tossed sea. And 
there were still 13 more men 
needing rescue.

The ship’s cook, who had 
been helping his shipmates 
onto the ladder, was the last 
man down. Just as he reach- 
ed the bottom, a large wave 
threw the boat against the 
hull of the ship, crushing 


chim to death. 


Webber had a decision to 
make. Should he wait for a 
cutter and transfer the res- 
cued crew, or should he head 
for shore? With no compass, 
he had no navigational aid 
other than his own sense of 
direction. He set out for 
shore in the dark raging sea 
in the severely overloaded 
boat. Very soon, the stern 
section of the Pendleton cap- 
sized. The eight men in the 
bow of the ship all perished. 

Two hours and 40 minutes 


- after leaving Chatham, they 


returned, completing the 
greatest small-boat rescue 
in Coast Guard history. 


.. The Fort Mercer also had 


43 men aboard when it broke 
up. Five men in the bow were 
lost. With other rescues, the 
Coast Guard rescued 70 per- 
sons in all that week. 

Three months later, Web- 
ber, Livesey, Fitzgerald and 
Maske were all honored with 
Coast Guard Gold Medals in 
a ceremony in Washington, 


D.C. When Livesey returned 


to Wilmington, the fire whis- 


~ tle blew several times in his 


honor. 
The Livesey family moved 
to Belmont Avenue, Wilming- 


- ton from Lowell about 1947. 


Richard P. Livesey enlisted 
in the Coast Guard in 1947 
and signed up for a second 
hitch in 1951.

World Rivers Day 
2019: Unclogging 
the ‘arteries’ of 
our state 


To the editor, 

Rivers,” Canadian natural- 
ist Mark Angelo tells us, “are 
the arteries of our planet.” 
Massachusetts rivers, howev- 
er,;are arteries that have 
long been clogged at multiple 
points, slowing down the flow 
of. life-sustaining water, im- 
periling the health of our en- 
virenment, and harming the 
state’s climate resiliency — 
our! ability to withstand 
droughts and floods. 

In Massachusetts, more 
than 3,000 dams block the 
natural flow of water on over 
10,000 miles of rivers. These 
dams change how our rivers 
function. As Ian Cooke, exec- 
utive director of the Ne- 
ponset River Watershed As- 
sgciation, explains, “what 
these dams really do is chop 
thgriver up, leading to habi- 
taé,,fragmentation and pre- 
venting the fish from moving 
uji@nd down the stream.” 

The state’s Division of Eco- 
logical Restoration (DER) 
Dixector Beth Lambert ag- 
rees, noting that dams make 

“rivers act more like ponds.” 

It’s not as though these 
dams serve any modern-day 
function. Most dams through- 


out, the state were built in the | 


1700s. and 1800s: to power 
small mills. The South River 
is a good example. According 
to,ane source, the first dam 
aeross that river was built in 
1744, to power a corn grist- 
moi, and the first dam within 
Conway was built in 1762, the 
yeagx of Conway’s original set- 
tlement. 

By: 1794, Conway had at 
least seven mills, including 
sqwmills, gristmills, and 
mills that made linen from 
flax: By the 1900s, however, 
this manufacturing bubble 
had. burst. The shoe factory, 
the, last manufacturing ven- 
ture from the 19th century, 
closed in 1916.

control purposes. But these 
old dams frequently exacer- 
bate, rather than alleviate, 
safety hazards. An increas- 
ing number of dams are 
falling into disrepair and 
becoming more and more 
likely to fail during severe 
weather events. 

Indeed, in Massachusetts, 
nearly 70 percent of the 
state-regulated dams are 
classified as High or Signi- 
ficant Hazard, meaning that 
the dams are in locations 
where failure has the poten- 
tial to cause loss of life 
and/or significant property 
damage. Many of these dams 
have been found to be in 
“unsafe condition” (at high 
risk of failure) or “poor con- 
dition” (having major struc- 
tural, operational, mainte- 
nance, and flood routing defi- 
ciencies). 

These safety concerns are 
not theoretical. Many people 
still remember that the Mill 
River’s Whittenton Pond Dam 
made national headlines in 
2005 when it nearly failed 
after a severe rainstorm. The 
risk of a dam break, sending 
a wall of water downstream, 
forced Taunton to close its 
schools and forced about 2,000 
Taunton residents to evacuate 
their homes. 

Similarly, during a storm in 
2010, concerns about the 
Forge Pond dam on the As- 
sonet River in Freetown led 
to the evacuation of residents 
and a decision to breach the 
structure to release the pres- 
sure of floodwaters. 

On Sept. 22, 2019, millions of 
people in more than 60 coun- 
tries will celebrate World 
Rivers Day. World Rivers 
Day has been designated by 
the United Nations to help 
create a greater awareness of 
the need to better care for 
our water resources. 

On this World Rivers Day, 
we invite Massachusetts res- 
idents to appreciate the nat- 
ural wonders of their local 
rivers. The good news is that 
state legislators recently 
significantly increased the 
funding available for dam 
removal and river restora- 
tion. We hope this trend con- 
tinues. We urge local and 
state policymakers to contin- 
ue to carefully consider the 
need to declog the “arteries” 
of our state by helping to 
identify, and then fund the 
removal of, those dams that 
today cause more harm than 
good.

Clean up to focus on nips 


on collecting nips this year. 
Nips are miniature alcohol 
bottles which are also known 
as airplane bottles, typically 
containing hard liquor. Nips 
are a term derived from the 
word “nipperkin,” a unit of li- 
quid measurement containing 
less than a pint, usually con- 


taining approximately 1.7. 


ounces of distilled spirits. 

The bottles are discarded 
out car windows, thus avoid- 
ing an open container of alco- 
hol violation for an operator. 
The recent energy drink craze 
is causing an additional layer 
of refuse as single shot bottles 
are also making an appear- 
ance on roadsides. 

During the town clean up, 
participants will be given a sep- 


arate bag to collect nips and 
create a pile at town common. 

Beautification Committee 
member and _ Selectperson 
Jayne Wellman Miller said, 
“Nip bottles, by volume, com- 
prise a remarkable portion of 
the litter we see in Tewksbury 
along our roads. By the 
Beautification Committee ma- 
king a separate collection dur- 
ing the fall clean up, we can 
show residents the tremendous 
impact these bottles have on 
our streetscapes.” 

During the spring clean up, 
one resident collected over 300 
nip bottles from International 
Drive. The bottles are plastic 
and are recyclable, however,

There is legislation seeking 
to add a five cent deposit to 
nip bottles as part of the bot- 
tle bill to try to curb the litter. 
Some communities have en- 
acted an outright ban. During 
the spring 2019 town clean up, 
residents collected more than 
200 bags of trash, material 
that included single-use plas- 
tic bags, nips, polystyrene 
take out containers, tires, 
plastic drinking straws, beer, 
wine and spirits bottles, and 
foam cups. 

The trash collected is inven- 
toried to determine measures 
that the community can un- 
dertake to help educated resi- 
dents about the optimal ways 
to recycle their materials.

Winchester 
‘and, housed in;a_ beautiful, 
antique farmhouse that sits 
‘on the edge of Judkins Pond. 
\This location is not only the 
‘ideal’place to view the best 
‘photography from around 
ithe world, but is also a tran- 
‘quilspot to view the serene 
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wildlife of the pond. 

There is a large outdoor 
terrace at the Griffin, per- 
fect for wildlife photography 
or sketching. It is also a nice 
place to read, relax or .even 
bird watch. 

The Griffin Museum is 
named after Arthur Griffin. 
He was the exclusive photog- 
rapher for the Boston Globe 
Rotogravure Magazine in 
the 1930’s, and was also the 
New England photojournal- 
ist for Life and Time Maga- 
zine. 

He later went on to become 
a pioneer in the photography 
industry with his use of 
color film, and was the first 
photographer to have color 
photographs featured in the 
Saturday Evening Post. 

The Griffin Museum has 
three galleries at their Win- 
chester location, and four 
satellite galleries in the 
Greater Boston Area. 

The Main Gallery, the 
largest of the three Win- 
chester location galleries, is 
used to showcase rotating 
exhibits of some of the 
world's. leading photogra- 
phérs.'*’, “ 

The other: two Winchester 
galleries are called the 
Atelier and Griffin, and are 
used to feature rotating ex- 
hibits of unknown photogra- 
phers, or photographers that 
are relatively new to the ar- 
tistic photography world. 
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The Griffin Museum’s four 
satellite galleries are locat- 
ed throughout the Greater 
Boston Area. 

There is a gallery located 
in Stoneham at The Boston 
Stage Company (formerly 
the Stoneham Theatre), the 
Lafayette City Center Pas- 
sageway in Boston’s Down- 
town Crossing, Boston’s 
South End at 530 Harrison 
Street, and at the Winches- 
ter Community Access and 
Media on Swanton Street.

The Griffin also places a 
strong emphasis on educa- 
tion.

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Providence, Rhode Island 
has. really transformed itself 
ffom a scrappy town to a 
‘Vibrant tourist destination. 
-Long known as a foodie

And my friends, these are 
‘donuts. Light, airy, vegan, 
gluten free, made with sim- 
ple .ingredients and hand 
‘crafted like works of art, 
Providence’ s artisanal donut

waiting to add a small bit of 
“forbidden” food to their day. 

Donuts are an indulgence 
for most, but with recipes 
that use small batch flours 
and local ingredients, even 
those with dietary restric- 
tions can perhaps feel OK to 
indulge just a bit. 

A friend and I recently 
made a pilgrimage to some 
of the neighborhoods in Pro- 
vidence to see and sample 
what all the fuss was about. 
These are not shops with 
neon signs or drive-throughs, 
rather, the shops are quaint, 
stylized, and bustling with 
patrons eager for a high 
quality product.

Lines can be long, but the 
service is attentive and no 
one is rushed as the decisions 
are made — Butter Beer or 
Coconut Cold Brew? Vegan 
Apple Cider or Blueberry 
Glazed? Traditional cake or 
airy cruller? 

Handmade one at a time 
and larger than traditional 
chain donuts, the emphasis 
is on creativity, unique flavor 
combinations, and names 
that just scream “pick me” 
as we select a half..... no, full 
dozen of these beauties. This 
is not a cheap habit either, 
with donuts fetching $2.50- 
3.50 a piece. However, all 
agreed the flavor, quality and 
size justified the price. 

We started at PVDonuts, a

Satisfied, we moved on to 
Knead Donuts on Custom 
House Street downtown, 
home of the “night cruller.” 
Knead opens their hot donut 
window on Friday nights 
from 6 - 9 p.m. with a select 
menu of surprises, and has 
become very popular. Knead 
has vegan and flourless 
donuts, filled, fritters and 
cake varieties. 

The donuts are available to 
order ahead or may be de- 
livered, and people have do- 
nut birthday parties, deco- 
rating events, and the shop 
offers catering.

benefits to driving an elec- 
tric car, there are a few cons 
as well. Because EVs are not 
yet fully mainstream, some 
areas do not have ample 
charging stations, and it can 
take up to 9.5 hours to. fully 
charge a car that is virtually 
at zero. 

Most EVs can drive over 100 
miles on a single charge, and 
may exceed 200-300 miles per 
charge. This is fine for daily 
driving, as the average per- 
son drives 37 miles per day. 
But if you regularly exceed 
over 150 miles a day, or are 
planning a long road trip, 
this could present a problem. 

On average, driving an elec- 
tric car costs about half the 
cost of traditional gas pow- 
ered vehicles, with a “fuel” 
cost of about $45 per month 
to power your EV. 

There is also less mainte- 
nance cost. EVs require no 
oil changes, and most have a 
regenerative braking system 
which allows the car’s com- 
puter to de-accelerate when 
you remove your foot from 
the “gas” pedal. This allows 
for less wear and tear on the 
brake system, and less fre- 
quent repairs. 

By choosing to drive an EV, 
you are helping to reduce 
harmful air pollution from 
exhaust emissions, and using 
renewable energy can reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions.

gave the state of our coun- 
try's bridges the letter grade 
ofa ‘C+’. While this grade 
may not mean much on face 
value — the ASCE found 
Massachusetts to not be an 
outlier to the country’s infra- 
stricture problem — finding 
9.3 rcent of the Common- 
wealth’s bridges to be struc- 
turally deficient. 

The American Road & 
Transportation Builders As- 
sociation agreed with this 
figure, finding 482 bridges to 
be structurally deficient, 
some with over 100,000 com- 
miiter crossings a day. 

The time has come for state 
arid’ federal governments 


‘both to abandon the common 


practice of deferring respon- 
sibility and blame for issues 


like’these and work collabo- 


ratively in addressing these 
infrastructural shortcomings 


before and not after a criti- 
cal failure. 

Fortunately, the country as 
a whole seems to be waking 
up to the severity and ur- 
gency of these issues. The 
U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation announced the first 
recipients of the Competitive 
Highway Bridge Program on 
Aug. 29, awarding $225 mil- 
lion of federal funds to 20 
projects across the country, 
with promises of more to 
come. 

While this program is de- 
signed to address issues in 
states where populations are 
less dense than that of Mas- 
sachusetts’, it is a positive 
sign that this issue is being 
taken seriously on a federal 
level. 

"I'm glad to have been able 
to work with the Town Mana- 
ger's office in advocating 
successfully for MassDOT to 
address this project. With 


these repairs soon to be 
behind us — I look forward to 
moving on to similar projects 
that are overdue the proper 
attention and repair such as 
the North Street bridge in 
Tewksbury, in addition to 
other bridges and overpasses 
in Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury. Progress is worth cele- 
brating but we have a lot 
more projects like this one to 
look forward to. I would espe- 
cially like to thank Senator 
Tarr and Representative Gor- 
don for their additional help 
and support in ensuring this 
bridge isn’t further degrad- 
ed."

WILMINGTON - With a 
young and relatively inexpe- 
rienced team, there are 
bound to be nights like this 
for the Wilmington High 
Football team.

in the first quarter. 

After trading scoreless 
possessions, Woburn went on 
a six play, 60-yard scoring 
drive, aided in part by a 15- 
yard personal foul penalty 
against Wilmington. A pass 
completion for the Tanners 
had moved the ball to the 
Wildcats 37-yard line, but a 
personal foul penalty moved 
the ball up to the 22, and 
three plays later Woburn’s 
Paul Langlois capped the 
drive with a two-yard burst 
up the middle with 4:40 left 
in the half. 

The Tanners then added 
the two-point conversion on 
a pass from Logan Wilson to 
Symon Sathler for an 11-0 
lead. The two-point conver- 
sion came after the Wildcats 
had jumped offside on the 
initial conversion attempt, 
moving the ball half the dis- 
tance to the goal on the 
Tanners kick attempt.

.games, Fenwick held a 
whopping 43-7 scoring edge 
inthe second half. 
"We had a lot of guys going 
both ways," said HW head 


coach Jim Pugh to the 
Salem News after their 34-7 
loss to Fenwick on Friday 
night. "I think it did wear on 
us. The guys we had in there 
stepped up against a 
(Fenwick) team that's going 
to be a force to be reckon 
with." 

Dave Woods is the out- 
standing coach and Athletic 
Director at Fenwick, who 
led the 2013 team to a Super 
Bowl title and after that, 
returned to the playoffs in 
all but one season, including 
losing in the sectional semi- 
finals last year to Stoneham, 
who is coached by former 
WHS head man _ Bob 
Almeida. 

“That is (going to be) a 
very tough game," said 
Turner, after Friday night's 
loss to Woburn. "They are a 
very good team. They just 
beat up on Stoneham last 
week, and Stoneham is a 
very good football team, so 
that it indicative of how 
good a team Fenwick is. We 
will go in there and do the 
best we can. We put together 
a tough schedule for that 
reason, to get us ready for 
the Middlesex League, so 
hopefully we can bounce 
back from this and go out 
there and play well.”

BILLERICA - Two weeks

While Clelsea certainly

They can apply for a 
scholarship to help get them 
on their feet. 

Race participants, many 
adorned in the neon-blue T- 
shirts designed by Jessica 
Hanley for this event, were 
met with a flawless, sun- 
drenched 68-degree morning 
- none better for a 3.1-mile 
tour of Tewksbury roadways, 
and all for an important 
cause.
